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Tli© former German Inf ante rio Kaserne was in the southern sector of Goldap 
on the west side of the road to Anger's urg (R 55/V 3+0)* It consisted of 
k four-story and 2 three-atory barracks buildings* each about 30 meters 
longo In the spring of 1930* the buildings were furnished with billeting 
equipment such as cabinets, bedsteads, tables,, etc*., and some of the windows 
were glazed Q In late Hay 1930 * the installation was temporarily occupied 
by approximately 300 troops wearing khaki uniforms* red collar patches* 
and visor caps with a red ban*] „ They came from the direction of Treuburg 
(S 33/A 99) «> Four trucks were observed with the unit* In October 1950* 
another unit entered tho installation on foot,, Sentries" of the unit wore 
visor caps with a red band The soldiers were restricted to quarters* Up

25X1 longo During Hay and July 1930* the revenue office was temporarily occupied 

by about 1+00 Polish troops* wearing khaki uniforms with red collar patches* 

who stayed there for three or four weeks* Approximately 130 more troops 

arrived in September 1950 and an additional 100 in October „ The former wore 
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25 to 28~ycar~old Hasurians who stated that many of then did not possess 
Polish citizenship* They wore inducted in February 195>0 and had to serve 1*6, 
too years o The men vltio arrived in October allegedly cane from the Hodlin 
(H 53/K 61) area and also wore red collar patches 0 About 75 percent 
of then had rifles, while the others wore armed vith submachine guns* 

Ten to 1 2 trucks and 3 or h snail passenger cars vrsro scan in 'the barracks 
yard * The troops were frequently observed traveling back and forth on 
trucks, each carrying 20 soldiers, between the installation and the drill 
ground where basic training took place 0 The training area ec? tended from 
Angerburg road to the west as far as the dismantled railroad line east of 
Koanedon* Officers coming from Treuburg Inspected the un ; t during the 
beginning of October » In mid-October 1950 ^ other units, allegedly companies 
from Treuburg, arrived on trucks and were stationed at the training area
